THIS  Society  is  non-sectarian  and  non-partisan  in  religious  and 
political  matters  and  its  purposes  are  stated  in  the  Constitution,  viz.: 

“The  California  Society,  rtf  ihu  Jletottluihjtt,  has  been 

incorporated  for  the  purposes  of  perpetuating  among  their 
descendants,  the  memory  of  those  brave  men  who  periled  their 
lives  and  fortunes  in  the  War  of  the  Revolution  to  wrest  the  Ameri- 
can Colonies  from  British  dominion ; for  the  collection  and  preserva- 
tion of  manuscripts,  records  and  documents  relating  to  that  contest 
for  Independence;  for  the  inspiration  among  its  members  and  their 
children  of  the  patriotic  spirit  of  their  forefathers;  for  the  inculca- 
tion of  a love  of  country  and  veneration  for  the  principles  which 
are  the  foundation  of  our  national  unity,  and  the  promotion  of 
social  intercourse  and  cordial  fellowship  among  its  members.”

The  following  are  part  of  the  Constitutional  requirements  for  mem- 
bership : 

Any  male  person  above  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  shall  be  eligible  to 
membership  in  the  nf  ihv  ^^btilufiuti  who  is  descended  from 

an  ancestor,  as  the  propositus,  who,  either  as  a military,  naval  or  marine 
officer,  soldier,  sailor,  or  marine,  or  official  in  the  service  of  any  one  of  the 
thirteen  original  Colonies  or  States,  or  of  the  National  Government  repre- 
senting or  composed  of  those  Colonies  or  States,  assisted  in  establishing 
American  Independence  during  the  War  of  the  Revolution,  between  the 
19th  day  of  April,  1775,  when  hostilities  commenced,  and  the  19th  day  of 
April,  1783,  when  they  were  ordered  to  cease. 

Provided:  That  when  the  claim  of  eligibility  is  based  on  the  service 
of  an  ancestor  in  the  “minute  men”  or  “militia,”  it  must  be  satisfactorily 
shown  that  such  ancestor  was  actually  called  into  the  service  of  the  State  or 
United  States,  and  performed  garrison  or  field  duty;  and 

Provided  further:  That  when  the  claim  of  eligibility  is  based  on  the 
service  of  an  ancestor  as  a “sailor”  or  “marine,”  it  must  in  like  manner  be 
shown  that  such  service  was  other  than  shore  duty  and  regularly  performed 
in  the  Continental  Navy,  or  the  Navy  of  one  of  the  original  thirteen  States, 
or  on  an  armed  vessel  (other  than  a merchant  ship)  which  sailed  under 
letters  of  marque  and  reprisal,  and  that  such  ancestor  of  the  applicant  was 
duly  enrolled  in  the  ship’s  company,  either  as  an  officer,  seaman,  or  other- 
wise than  as  a passenger;  and 
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Provided  further:  That  when  the  claim  of  eligibility  is  based  on  the 
service  of  an  ancestor  as  an  “official,”  such  service  must  have  been  per- 
formed in  the  civil  service  of  the  United  States,  or  of  one  of  the  thirteen 
original  States,  and  must  have  been  sufficiently  important  in  character  to 
have  rendered  the  official  specially  liable  to  arrest  and  imprisonment,  the 
same  as  a combatant,  if  captured  by  the  enemy,  as  well  as  liable  to  convic- 
tion of  treason  against  the  government  of  Great  Britain.

May  8th,  1893,  the  Society  was  instituted  in  the  City  of  Los  Angeles,  by 
the  following  persons,  who  became  its  Charter  Members : 

James  Monroe  Allen 

Lt.  Charles  Lee  Collins,  U.  S.  A. 

Col.  Holdridge  Ozro  Collins,  LL.D. 

Major  William  Anthony  Elderkin,  U.  S.  A. 

Edward  Thomas  Harden 
John  Miner  Carey  Marble 

May  15th,  1893,  the  Society  was  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  the  State 
of  California. 

We  fought  for  freedom,  and  now  we  have  so  much  of  it  that  we  dont 
know  how  to  handle  it. 

April  19th,  1894,  the  Society  was  admitted  to  the  General  Society. 

June,  1894,  the  State  Headquarters  of  the  Society,  moved  with  Col.  Collins’ 
office,  from  59  Bryson  Block,  Los  Angeles,  to  404-406  Stimson  Build- 
ing. 

A republic  is  a form  of  government  in  which  the  majority  get  at  least 
two  guesses  as  to  which  minority  will  rule  them  next. 

June  17th,  1894,  resolutions  were  adopted  by  the  Society,  memorializing 
Congress  for  the  publication  of  the  records  of  the  Revolutionary  War, 
in  the  same  manner  as  were  the  records  of  the  Civil  War. 

June  18th,  1894,  George  Washington  Peachy,  whose  father  was  a soldier 
in  the  Revolutionary  War,  became  a member  of  this  Society. 

Senators  are  public  servants.  You  can  tell  they  are  servants  by  the 
length  of  time  it  takes  them  to  do  anything. 
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January,  1895,  the  Membership  of  the  Society  was  45. 

April,  1895,  medals  were  offered  for  prize  essays  on  Patrick  Henry,  to 
High  School  students  of  Los  Angeles. 

June,  1897,  the  Society  moved  into  its  own  quarters,  412  Henne  Building, 
where  it  paid  rent  of  $9.00  a month. 

W e would  have  a more  ideal  nation  hut  for  the  scarcity  of  ideal 
citizens. 

February,  1905,  the  Society  had  50  members. 

January,  1908,  the  headquarters  of  the  Society  were  moved  to  620  San 
Fernando  Building. 

Most  people  who  claim  they  want  justice  are  lucky  if  they  dont  get  it. 

April  21st,  1908,  the  Society,  in  company  with  the  Colonial  Wars  Society, 
gave  a banquet  to  the  officers  of  the  United  States  Navy,  at  the  time 
the  fleet  was  visiting  this  coast. 

The  buck  should  be  included  in  the  special  things  passed  at  the  special 
session  of  Congress. 

January,  1910,  the  headquarters  of  the  Society  were  enlarged  by  two  addi- 
tional rooms,  618  and  619,  to  accommodate  the  library  of  nearly  500 
volumes. 

January  5th,  1911,  Lewis  Patrick  Phillips,  whose  father  was  a soldier  in 
the  Revolutionary  War,  became  a member  of  this  Society. 

Things  will  never  be  hopeless  if  the  union  always  bows  to  the  Union. 

January,  1912,  the  Society  moved  its  headquarters  to  the  eighth  floor  of  the 
same  building,  occupying  rooms  of  larger  proportions,  with  entrance 
through  room  814. 

May,  1912,  a typewriter  was  obtained  by  the  Society. 

America  for  Americans  is  a first-class  slogan.  But  not  too  much  of 
America  for  too  few  Americans. 

February,  1913,  the  membership  of  the  Society  was  74.  A membership 
campaign  was  instituted  at  this  time. 

March,  1913,  began  the  twelve  months  period  in  which  the  Society  spent 
$1000.00  for  additional  books  for  its  historical  reference  library. 

Capital  and  labor  have  one  thing  in  common — our  money. 

October  4th,  1913,  Francis  Marion  Lemmon,  whose  father  fought  in  the 
Revolutionary  War,  became  a member  of  this  Society. 

January,  1914,  the  membership  of  the  Society  was  149. 

If  it  meant  what  its  name  implies  a national  labor  party  would  be  the 
one  big  thing  the  country  needs. 

March,  1915,  the  first  issue  appeared  of  “The  Liberty  Bell,”  the  official 
publication  of  the  Society. 

We  must  ultimately  have  a government  in  this  country  that  no  man  or 
class  will  dare  hand  an  ultimatum  to  except  through  the  ballot  box. 
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May,  1915,  a systematic  campaign  was  begun  for  gifts  of  historical, 
genealogical  and  biographical  books  for  the  library,  as  well  as  an  edu- 
cational campaign  through  the  press  of  the  country,  as  to  the  work 
of  this  Society.  This  has  continued  successfully  ever  since  with  increas- 
ing vigor. 

Apparently  a good  many  people  who  look  with  horror  upon  Govern- 
ment by  injunction  do  not  see  anything  wrong  with  government  by  in- 
timidation. 

June,  1915,  the  “Spirit  of  Patriotism,”  was  the  first  book  of  large  propor- 
tions, published  by  this  Society,  giving  the  ancestral  records  of  all  the 
members  since  the  Society  was  organized,  and  history  of  the  Society.  It 
also  contained  a great  deal  of  Revolutionary  War  reference,  difficult 
to  obtain  elsewhere,  and  a fine  California  Chronology. 

Senator  Walsh  is  right  in  saying  that  the  country  is  in  strong  need  of 
Americanization.  And  none  need  it  more  than  some  native-born,  so-called 
A mericans. 

July,  1915,  arrangements  were  made  with  a well  known  photographer  of 
Los  Angeles,  to  take  the  photographs  of  the  members,  without  cost 
or  obligation  to  either  members  or  Society,  supplying  the  Society  with 
a finished  picture  of  each  for  the  files.  Office  equipment  was  added  at 
this  time. 

Can  you  imagine  Roosevelt  striking  for  a six-hour  day? 

October,  1915,  the  headquarters  of  the  Society  were  moved  to  rooms 
621-625  Citizens  National  Bank  Building.  Here  the  library  of  1100 
volumes  was  considered  to  have  ample  space  for  the  three  years  the 
rooms  were  leased  for. 

The  dollar-an-hour  man  has  supplanted  the  dollar-a-year  man. 

December,  1915,  the  name  “Repository  of  the  Southwest,”  which  hcs 
since  become  attached  to  the  historical  reference  library  of  the  Society, 
came  into  use. 

January,  1916,  the  first  number  of  the  “Bulletin”  was  published,  showing 
who  had  given  books  to  the  library  and  the  names  of  such  books. 
Making  the  world  ((Safe  for  Democracy ” didnt  go  so  far  as  making 
it  sane. 

February,  1916,  the  ministers  of  the  United  States  of  every  denomination 
were  circularized  by  this  Society,  requesting  them  to  preach  a patriotic 
sermon  the  Sunday  preceding  Washington’s  Birthday. 

March  3,  1916,  it  was  suggested  by  this  Society,  to  Mr.  Henry  Edwards 
Huntington,  one  of  our  members,  that  because  of  his  connection  with 
the  growth  and  activities  of  Los  Angeles  that  it  would  be  a most  ex- 
cellent thing  for  him  to  consider  building  a Memorial  Library  here 
for  the  preservation  of  the  remarkable  collection  of  rare  works  he  is 
collecting. 

When  the  Pilgrim  Fathers  found  they  disagreed  with  the  governments 
of  Europe,  they  did  not  try  to  overthrow  them,  but  left. 

March,  1916,  a drawing  of  the  proposed  building  for  the  Society  was  first 
published  in  “The  Liberty  Bell.” 

The  only  thing  agitators  haven  t asked  for  is  the  shortening  of  the 
speaking  day. 
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April,  1916,  an  attempt  was  made  to  have  the  Governors  of  the  States 
call  a “Congress  of  States,”  for  the  purpose  of  securing  more  uni- 
formity in  the  basic  laws,  and  to  have  the  states  take  up  the  work  of 
Americanization  through  the  schools  in  a uniform  way. 

We  seem  to  have  reached  a point  where  H.  C.  L.  has  resolved  itself 
into  High  Cost  of  Labor. 

May,  1916,  the  Flag  Laws  of  the  United  States  and  California  were  pub- 
lished in  large  numbers  for  distribution  to  the  schools  and  elsewhere. 

June,  1916,  there  was  issued  a handsome  pocket-size  receipt  card  for  annual 
dues  of  the  Society. 

Respectfully  submitted  to  strike  committees  everywhere : If  you  starve 
a cow  you  cant  expect  to  milk  her. 

June  14,  1916,  sixty  of  the  members  of  this  Society  marched  in  the  Pre- 
paredness Day  Parade. 

A lot  of  people  apparently  are  not  nearly  so  much  concerned  in  secur- 
ing industrial  rest  as  rest  from  industry. 

July,  1916,  a design  for  a book  plate  for  the  Library  of  the  Society  was 
prepared,  that  has  been  used  in  its  publicity  work  ever  since. 
Columbus  would  never  have  discovered  America  if  the  strikers  aboard 
his  ship  had  been  better  organized. 

August,  1916,  work  began  of  indexing  the  Genealogical  Department  of 
the  Boston  Transcript  and  continued  until  80,000  cards  had  been 
completed. 

March,  1917,  Room  619,  Citizens  National  Bank  Building,  adjoining  the 
headquarters,  was  rented  to  accommodate  the  large  increase  in  the 
library,  totaling  about  5000  volumes  at  the  time. 
tf Capital  and  labor  are  one!”  shouts  an  economist.  But  he  fails  to 
designate  which  one. 

April  6th,  1917,  the  Society  adopted  Resolutions  approving  President 
Wilson’s  message  to  Congress  urging  them  to  declare  war  on  Ger- 
many. 

April  30th,  1917,  De  Witt  Clinton  Putman,  whose  father  fought  in  the 
Revolutionary  War,  became  a member  of  this  Society. 

Perhaps  they  had  better  stop  asking  JJncle  Sam  to  be  mandatory  for 
nations  abroad  until  after  he  has  successfully  mandated  a few  things  right 
here  at  home. 

May,  1917,  there  was  introduced  in  Congress  by  Congressman  H.  Z. 
Osborne,  a Bill  (H.  R.  4606)  for  the  securing  of  a new  National 
Hymn,  and  copies  sent  the  press  of  the  country  as  propaganda. 

January  1st,  1918,  the  membership  of  the  Society  was  371. 

Socialism  is  Bolshevism  with  a shave. 

April,  1918,  The  Liberty  Bell  made  suggestions  as  to  what  the  scope  of 
the  work  of  the  Sons  of  the  Revolution  throughout  the  United  States 
should  be  during  the  next  quarter  of  a century. 

The  Radical  does  not  favor  radical  treatment  for  himself. 
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May,  1918,  “The  Liberty  Bell”  was  made  a special  Celebration  Number, 
commemorating  the  25th  Anniversary  of  the  Society.  A great  deal  of 
historical  matter  about  the  Society  was  published  for  the  first  time. 

A lot  of  Reds , who  spend  their  time  declaring  war  on  organized  so- 
ciety, always  seem  to  be  pained  and  surprised  when  organized  society  takes 
up  the  challenge. 

June  8th,  1918,  a committee  was  appointed  to  take  up  the  question  of  this 
Society  fathering  a move  to  organize  a permanent  Lafayette  Society  in 
the  State  of  California.  It  resulted  in  a permanent  Society  coming 
into  being,  with  all  its  charter  members  members  of  the  Sons  of  the 
Revolution. 

The  experts  say  the  country  is  restless  because  too  many  are  resting. 
June  14,  1918,  a War  Intelligence  Committee  was  established  by  this 
Society;  following  this  the  National  Intelligence  Bureau  was  organ- 
ized, taking  in  as  members  only  those  from  the  various  Patriotic 
Societies  commemorating  the  Revolutionary  War,  with  a total  mem- 
bership of  about  150,000  throughout  the  United  States. 

I dont  have  to  work.  I can  starve. 

October,  1918,  complying  with  a request  from  the  officers  of  the  U.  S. 
Destroyer  Paul  Jones,  this  Society  secured  a print  of  Captain  John 
Paul  Jones  of  Revolutionary  War  fame,  had  it  framed  in  a heavy 
waterproof  frame,  and  sent  to  the  officers  of  this  destroyer,  where  it 
remained  until  the  close  of  the  war,  the  envy  of  many  another  vessel. 
The  reds  would  not  be  so  red  if  they  were  better  read. 

November  11th,  1918,  when  the  armistice  was  signed,  the  Society  had  in 
various  enlisted  branches  of  the  army  and  navy,  82  members.  This 
represented  one  out  of  each  five  members.  Over  300  members  were 
active  in  war  work  at  home.  The  average  age  of  the  members  of 
the  entire  Society  was  estimated  at  50  years.  One  member  died  in 
the  service  in  France,  Capt.  Harry  Coburn  Turner. 

This  same  month  a Bill  was  prepared  by  the  Society,  which  was 
introduced  in  Congress  by  Congressman  Osborne,  known  as  the 
Osborne  Red  Flag  Bill.  This  Bill  was  the  inspiration  of  practically 
all  the  Anti  Red-Flag,  Syndicalism  and  Anti-Anarchistic  legislation 
throughout  the  United  States  that  immediately  followed.  Copies  of 
this  Bill  were  sent  the  press  of  the  country,  etc.,  by  this  Society  as 
propaganda. 

But  it  is  better  to  labor  than  be  worked. 

January  1st,  1919,  the  membership  of  the  Society  was  440.  At  the  annual 
meeting  the  by-laws  were  amended  to  provide  for  a Board  of  Trustees, 
who  were  elected  at  that  time.  They  took  charge  of  the  Liberty 
Bonds  bought  by  the  Society  for  its  endowment  fund. 

One  Bolshevik  accomplishment  is  the  measuring  of  Russian  money  by 
the  peck  instead  of  by  the  kopeck. 

February,  1919 — A Citizenship  Bill  was  drafted  for  introduction  in  Con- 
gress, grouping  the  residenters  of  this  country  and  possessions  into 
three  groups:  native-born  citizens,  naturalized  and  aliens,  and  speci- 
fying how  far  those  in  the  various  groups  would  be  permitted  to  ex- 
press themselves  as  to  changes  in  our  present  form  of  organized  govern- 
ment, and  providing  deportation,  imprisonment,  etc.  This  was  sent 
the  press  of  the  country  as  propaganda. 

Someone  suggests  that  a law  be  passed  to  prevent  people  from  melting 
gold  coins.  Another  attempt  to  deprive  the  poor  of  their  few  remaining 
pleasures. 
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April,  1919 — Resolutions  were  sent  the  General  Society,  Sons  of  the  Revo- 
lution, urging  them  to  take  steps  to  have  Congress  in  some  suitable 
manner  recognize,  at  this  regretably  late  date,  the  claim  of  the  heirs 
of  Hyam  Solomon,  who  advanced  several  hundred  thousand  dollars, 
his  entire  fortune,  to  the  cause  of  the  Revolutionary  War,  and  for 
which  he  never  received  recognition  or  repayment  in  any  way  by 
the  Government. 

The  Bolsheviki  are  fighting  desperately  as  they  make  their  last  stand , 
for  defeat  means  that  they  will  have  to  go  back  to  work. 

May,  1919,  four  page  biographical  blanks  were  prepared  and  mailed  the 
members  to  fill  out,  and  file  with  the  Society. 

One  big  trouble  with  the  labor  movement  is  the  fact  that  we  have  too 
many  cabooses  and  not  enough  engines. 

June,  1919,  a meeting  of  local  representatives  of  the  various  patriotic 
bodies  of  Los  Angeles  was  held,  followed  shortly  by  another  at  which 
a report  was  adopted  by  the  representatives  present  approving  the 
organization  of  a Central  Committee  of  Patriotic  Societies  of  the  U.  S. 
This  report  each  delegate  had  approved  by  his  or  her  local  organiza- 
tion and  forwarded  to  his  or  her  National  Organization  for  ratifica- 
tion, and  the  appointment  of  a delegate  to  attend  the  Organization 
Meeting  of  this  Central  Committee  in  the  east.  The  work  for  which 
this  Committee  was  proposed  is  the  better  co-ordinating  of  the  efforts 
of  Americanization,  celebration  and  publicity  propaganda  generally, 
by  the  many  National  Patriotic  Orders. 

The  Reds  are  color  blind , if  they  do  not  see  danger  ahead. 

August,  1919,  a handsome  Certificate  of  Membership  in  this  Society  was 
issued  to  each  member,  for  framing.  This  Certificate  gave  the  full 
name  of  the  member,  name  of  ancestor  in  whose  right  he  was  admit- 
ted to  membership ; date  of  admission  and  his  number  in  the  Society. 
The  Red  Army  is  approaching  the  other  end  of  the  spectrum. 

September  17th,  1919,  this  Society  sent  telegrams  to  the  Governor,  Police 
Commissioner  and  Mayor  of  Boston,  in  support  and  approval  of  the 
stand  taken  by  them  against  the  police  of  the  city  of  Boston,  who 
struck  in  violation  of  their  oath  and  obligation  to  their  local  govern- 
ment. 

The  coal  is  in  the  ground.  The  Government  is  in  control?  The 
The  “rest”  ought  to  be  easy. 

October  1st,  1919,  for  propaganda  purposes  5000  copies  of  “The  Liberty 
Bell”  were  issued,  containing  Resolutions  of  protest  against  the  Gov- 
ernment permitting  its  employees  the  privilege  of  striking ; also  an 
article  by  Harry  F.  Atwood  on  “Bolshevism  and  the  Constitution  of 
the  United  States,”  an  inspired  article.  This  was  mailed  to  the  press 
of  the  country,  and  to  all  cities  in  the  United  States  of  10,000  inhab- 
itants and  over,  it  was  sent  to  the  mayor,  the  president  of  the  city 
council,  the  president  of  the  board  of  education  and  the  chambers  of 
commerce  and  many  hundred  patriotic  societies  and  individuals.  A 
tremendous  demand  resulted  for  thousands  of  extra  copies. 

Rag  pickers  in  New  York  are  paid  $33  a week.  School  teachers 
draw  $20. 
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November  1st,  1919,  the  headquarters  of  the  Society  were  moved  to  809- 
810-812  Broadway  Central  Building,  where  900  square  feet  of  floor 
space  was  leased  for  three  years,  with  an  option  of  two  more  years. 
The  Government  continues  to  give  plenty  of  rope  to  the  Reds , but  it 
is  not  bestowed  in  the  right  place  or  manner. 

December  3rd,  1919,  resolutions  were  adopted  by  the  Society,  approving 
and  endorsing  the  stand  of  the  American  Legion  here  and  throughout 
the  United  States  in  its  stand  against  the  “Reds”  and  in  support  of 
the  Government  in  fighting  the  “Foreign  Invasion  of  the  United 
States.” 

The  ultra-red  faction  is  feeling  a trifle  ultra-marine. 

January  1st,  1920,  the  membership  of  the  Society  was  498. 

The  death-knell  of  radicalism  may  be  striking.

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AS  A CITIZEN 

As  a citizen  your  franchise  carries  with  its 
rights,  certain  duties  and  responsibilities. 

Your  franchise  permits  you  to  vote,  hold 
office  and  have  a voice  in  the  affairs  of  the 
nation,  proportionately  with  every  other  voter. 

Your  franchise  carries  with  it  something 
else: 

This  right  to  a voice  in  the  Government  de- 
mands that,  in  times  of  crisis,  you  support  the 
government. 

Individual  interest,  class  interest,  mass  in- 
terest, prejudice,  must  for  the  time  being  be 
laid  aside  to  maintain  the  government. 

Without  the  protection  of  the  Government, 
you  could  not  carry  on  business;  obtain  protec- 
tion of  the  law  and  insist  on  your  personal  rights 
with  relation  to  the  rights  of  others. 

Therefore,  that  these  rights  may  not  be  in- 
terfered with  now  or  at  any  time,  your  duty  is, 
first  and  above  all,  to  your  country  and  gov- 
ernment. 

If  need  be  the  Government  to  maintain  it- 
self has  the  right  to  borrow,  take  over  or  con- 
fiscate your  property,  and  then,  in  addition, 
draft  you  into  the  service  of  the  country  in 
whatever  capacity  it  may  need  you. 

Therefore,  that  the  Government  of  this 
country,  this  state  and  community  may  always 
be  safe,  remember  your  duties  and  responsi- 
bilities to  yourself,  the  community  and  Govern- 
ment. 

Your  duty  is  clear.  Fight  any  disloyal  re- 
marks, acts  or  threats,  and  report  the  same  im- 
mediately to  the  police,  sheriff  or  Department 
of  Justice. 

In  case  of  threatened  riots,  anarchistic  ef- 
forts or  “Direct  Action”  in  this  country,  im- 
mediately offer  your  service  to  the  authorities — 
to  maintain  law  and  order,  and  the  govern- 
ment.
